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SECTION  II.— PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a)  General  Remarks . 

Expenditure. 

The  sum  of  £260,020  was  provided  in  the  approved  estimates  for  the  financial 
year  1931-32  for  Medical  and  Sanitation  Services,  a  decrease  of  £10,892  on  the  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  previous  year. 

Assistance  to  Medical  Missions. 

Medical  missions  do  not  receive  financial  grants-in-aid  for  the  maintenance  of 
general  hospitals  and  dispensaries  controlled  by  them.  In  certain  cases,  where 
Government  Medical  Services  are  not  available,  fees  for  attendance  on  Government 
patients  are  paid  to  the  missions.  Assistance  in  the  form  of  specific  drugs  and  equip¬ 
ment  is  also  given  when  campaigns  against  diseases  such  as  Ankylostomiasis,  Lep¬ 
rosy,  Sleeping  Sickness,  etc.,  are  being  undertaken.  A  subsidy  of  £1,350  towards  the 
salaries  of  fully  trained  nurses  employed  as  maternity  and  child  welfare  workers  was 
made  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society  and  a  contribution  of  £150  to  the  native 
maternity  home  maintained  by  the  Africa  Inland  Mission  near  Shinyanga. 

The  Government  also  receives  great  assistance  from  missions  in  the  control  of 
Leper  Settlements  and  funds  totalling  £1,685  were  allocated  to  missions  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  inmates  of  the  settlements  supervised  by  them.  The  Lutindi 
Mental  Hospital  which  serves  the  Tanga  and  Northern  Provinces  is  supervised  by 
the  Lutheran  Mission  and  approximately  £900  a  year  is  provided  by  the  Government. 

Economies  Effected. 

The  financial  position  in  the  Territory  demands  that  economies  should  be  effected 
wherever  possible.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  reduce  expenditure  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  interference  to  essential  medical  services.  The  Medical  Officers  at  Lushoto 
and  Kondoa-Irangi  have  been  withdrawn  and  these  stations  are  now  in  medical 
charge  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons.  Lushoto  can  be  visited  from  Tanga  and  Kondoa- 
Irangi  from  Dodoma  should  the  services  of  a  Medical  Officer  be  required.  Senior 
posts,  as  they  become  vacant,  are  for  the  present  not  being  filled  while  reductions  in 
the  subordinate  staff  have  been  made  at  the  larger  stations.  Up  to  the  present  it 
has  not  been  found  necessary  to  close  any  medical  stations  with  the  exception  of  one 
minor  dispensary  which  was  in  charge  of  an  African  Dispenser. 

Hospitals  and  Asylums. 

The  buildings  sanctioned  for  the  new  native  hospital  at  Tabora  were  completed 
and  occupied  during  the  year  and  money  provided  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  native 
hospital  at  Arusha.  Shortage  of  funds  has  made  it  necessary  to  postpone  the  build¬ 
ing  of  the  new  Asiatic  and  Native  Hospital  at  Dar  es  Salaam  which  had  been  planned 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  approximately  £100,000.  In  place  of  this  a  sum  exceeding 
£3,000  has  been  provided  to  make  extensive  alterations  and  additions  to  govern¬ 
ment  buildings  adjoining  the  present  Sewa  Hadji  Hospital.  When  these  alterations 
are  completed  an  entirely  new  out-patient  department  with  an  operating  theatre, 
waiting  rooms,  etc.,  will  be  available  together  with  two  wards.  This  new  accom¬ 
modation  will  enable  the  whole  present  hospital  to  be  rearranged  and  will  greatly 
increase  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  both  patients  and  staff. 

Attendance  at  Hospitals. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  1,309  in  the  number  of  in-patients  admitted  to  hospitals 
and  an  increase  of  29,386  in  the  out-patients  treated  in  government  hospitals,  the 
figures  for  the  last  six  years  being  as  follows: —

Native  Dispensers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  85  trained  African  Dispensers  were  employed  by  the 
Medical  Department  while  16  were  under  training.  The  alterations  to  the  Sewa 
Hadji  Hospital  mentioned  under  the  heading  “Hospitals  and  Asylums”  include  the 
transfer  to  the  Medical  Department  of  two  quarters  previously  occupied  by  Euro¬ 
peans.  These  rooms  are  situated  over  what  will  be,  in  the  future,  the  new  out-patient 
department.  They  are  being  adapted  for  use  as  classrooms  and,  when  completed, 
refresher  courses  will  be  commenced  which  will  include  practical  instruction  in  the 
out-patient  department  and  wards  of  the  hospital.  These  refresher  courses  should 
be  of  value  in  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  those  African  Dispensers  who,  after  pass¬ 
ing  their  examinations,  have  not  been  stationed  in  hospitals  where  they  are  under 
the  supervision  of  a  Medical  Officer. 

Tribal  Dispensaries. 

These  Dispensaries  and  the  Dressers  in  charge  are  controlled  by  the  Native 
Administrations  and  the  cost  is  met  from  the  budgets  of  the  Native  Authorities. 
Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  Districts  are  responsible  for  the  training  of  the  Dressers 
and  exercise  general  supervision,  so  far  as  is  possible,  over  the  Dispensaries.  The 
universal  economic  depression  has  prevented  any  considerable  expansion  but  the 
services  have  been  well  maintained. 

The  attendances  during  the  year  were  369,735,  an  increase  of  17,312  over  1930.

Tuberculosis. 

The  Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Kibongoto  with  its  sub-station  at  Usangi  and 
branch  dispensaries  on  the  slopes  of  Kilimanjaro  continued  its  work  throughout  the 
year.  In  addition  to  tuberculosis  this  unit  deals  with  large  numbers  of  general 
medical  and  surgical  cases  from  the  Wachagga  tribe. 

The  laboratory  and  quarters  at  Moshi  for  use  by  the  staff  engaged  in  the  special 
investigation  were  completed  and  occupied.  Intradermal  tests,  X-ray  and  sputum 
examinations  have  been  carried  out  on  large  numbers  of  estate  labourers,  school 
children,  prisoners,  warders  and  police  in  addition  to  the  general  native  population. 
The  investigations  are  not  yet  completed  and  summarized  but  there  are  clear 
indications  that  the  disease  is  far  commoner  in  this  district  than  amongst  similar 
communities  in  Europe.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  native  hospital  at  Moshi 
is  working  in  close  collaboration  with  this  unit  and  has  allocated  a  number  of  beds 
in  the  hospital  for  the  specialized  treatment  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

Venereal  Disease  and  Yaws. 

The  popularity  of  treatment  by  injection  continues.  During  the  year  29,662 
cases  of  Syphilis  and  112,128  cases  of  Yaws  were  treated.

Sanitation. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  larger  townships  continues  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 
The  cesspit  system  which  is  in  use  at  Dar  es  Salaam  gives  rise  to  considerable  nuisance 
particularly  in  the  rainy  season.  The  Consulting  Engineers  have  completed  their 
survey  and  their  reports  have  been  received,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
provide  funds  to  commence  work  on  a  sewerage  scheme  on  modern  lines  which  is 
urgently  needed,  particularly  for  the  commercial  area  of  the  capital.  Improvements 
and  extensions  to  the  water  supplies  in  several  of  the  townships  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

The  “Minor  Settlements  Ordinance”  which  was  brought  into  force  in  October 
provides  much  needed  powers  which  will  enable  the  sanitary  authorities  to  maintain 
small  trading  centres,  not  important  enough  to  be  gazetted  as  “townships,”  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  Prior  to  the  publication  of  this  Ordinance  no  legal  powers 
existed  to  compel  non-natives,  trading  outside  township  boundaries,  to  maintain 
their  premises  and  surroundings  in  a  sanitary  condition  although  natives  could  be 
dealt  with  under  the  Native  Authorities  Ordinance. 

Very  considerable  improvements  in  the  conditions  on  estates  employing  large 
numbers  of  labourers  have  been  made  during  recent  years  and  the  health  of  the 
labourers  generally  has  been  satisfactory.  Care  is  still  needed  to  see  that  imported 
labourers  are  not  rationed  on  a  diet  differing  entirely  from  that  used  in  their  native 
villages  which  inevitably  results  in  digestive  troubles  and  serious  illness  of  a  dysenteric 
type. 

Kahama  Special  Investigation. 

The  objects  of  this  investigation  were  very  fully  set  out  in  a  minute  by  the  late 
Governor  and  in  a  memorandum  by  the  late  Director  of  Medical  and  Sanitary  Services 
published  on  pages  106-109  of  the  Annual  Medical  and  Sanitary  Report  for  1927. 
They  may  be  summarized  as  an  attempt  to  obtain  reliable  information  and  statistics 
in  regard  to  a  typical  section  of  the  native  community.  An  unforeseen  factor  was 
introduced  which  completely  altered  the  normal  life  of  the  native.  This  factor  was 
the  spread  of  sleeping  sickness  into  the  district.  The  removal  of  the  inhabitants 
from  their  homes  into  fly-free  areas  with  the  consequent  concentration  of  population 
together  with  the  abnormal  death-rate  due  to  the  disease  has  resulted  in  conditions 
which  have  greatly  reduced  the  value  of  the  investigation.  The  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Kahama  station  which  has  been  so  markedly  successful  will 
be  continued  but  the  Special  Investigation  will  be  closed  when  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  has  completed  his  comprehensive  report  on  the  work  which  has  been  done 
during  the  last  five  years. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  only  acute  infectious  diseases  giving  rise  to  any  anxiety  during  the  year  were  • 
influenza,  smallpox  and  plague.  Although  the  number  of  influenza  cases  through¬ 
out  the  Territory  was  very  large  and  certainly  greatly  in  excess  of  the  notifications, 
the  type  of  disease  was  mild  and  the  mortality-rate  low.  Smallpox  occurred  in 
epidemic  form  in  several  districts.  The  total  number  of  cases  however  was  much 
below  that  of  last  year,  vaccination  campaigns  were  continued  throughout  the  Terri¬ 
tory  and  the  position  during  the  last  few  months  was  satisfactory.  Plague  occurred 
on  a  larger  scale  than  has  been  notified  of  recent  years  but  in  all  the  infected  areas 
the  outbreaks  appeared  to  be  under  control  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Smallpox. 

In  Dar  es  Salaam  district  the  smallpox  epidemic  of  last  year  continued  until  the 
middle  of  March,  141  cases  being  reported  with  29  deaths.  During  the  last  nine 
months  only  two  cases  occurred,  the  latter  of  these  in  September. 
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The  majority  of  the  smallpox  cases  of  1931  were  reported  from  the  Iringa  and 
Rung  we  districts  of  Iringa  Province.  This  epidemic  reached  its  maximum  in 
September  and  October  when  1,121  cases  occurred  with  92  deaths.  Extensive 
vaccination  campaigns  were  carried  out  which  brought  the  outbreak  under  control, 
only  four  cases  being  reported  during  the  last  two  months.  Smallpox  epidemics 
of  minor  importance  occurred  in  Rufiji,  Mbeya  and  Ufipa  Districts  but  the  position  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  Territory. 

Plague. 

Plague  notifications  were  in  excess  of  previous  years,  the  districts  affected  being 
Maswa,  Nzega,  Shinyanga  and  Mbulu.  In  each  of  these  areas  almost  all  the  cases 
occurred  between  April  and  July.  Since  the  end  of  September,  two  cases  in  Nzega 
and  three  in  Shinyanga  comprise  the  total  notifications.  No  cases  were  reported  in 
November  or  December. 


Influenza. 

Epidemic  influenza  of  a  mild  type  occurred  throughout  the  Territory  but  the 
only  areas  seriously  affected  were  Lindi  (in  April)  and  Mwanza  (in  December).

Leprosy. 

The  provision  of  treatment  centres  and  the  abolition  of  compulsory  segregation 
continues  to  be  the  policy  adopted  in  the  Territory  and  encourages  early  cases  to 
come  for  treatment.  In  addition  to  the  sum  of  £1,685  allocated  to  missions  super¬ 
vising  leper  settlements  £2,515  was  provided  for  the  maintenance  of  the  inmates  of 
settlements  under  government  control.  The  British  Empire  Leprosy  Relief  Associ¬ 
ation  in  addition  to  free  supplies  of  anti-leprotic  drugs  granted  financial  assistance 
for  the  erection  of  treatment  centres  to  the  Africa  Inland  Mission,  the  Benedictine 
Mission  and  to  the  U.M.C.A.  These  contributions  totalled  £875. 

Trypanosomiasis. 

The  policy  of  concentrating  the  inhabitants  of  infected  areas  into  natural  or 
artificial  clearings,  where  contact  with  the  tsetse  fly  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  has 
been  continued  during  the  year  with  satisfactory  results.  Treatment  as  in  previous 
years  has  been  with  Bayer  205  and  with  Tryparsamide.  Research  work  at  the 
Trypanosome  Rhodesiense  Laboratory  at  Tinde  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  results  obtained  have  been  published  in  various  scientific  journals  and  cannot  be 
summarized.  In  the  interests  of  economy  it  will  almost  certainly  be  necessary  during 
1932  to  amalgamate  the  staffs  now  employed  on  sleeping  sickness  work  in  the  field 
and  at  the  Research  Laboratory  into  one  unit.

The  Enteric  Group. 

Eighty  cases  with  four  deaths  were  reported  during  the  year.  Fifty  of  these 
cases  occurred  at  a  school  near  Mahenge.  There  were  no  deaths  in  this  outbreak  which 
was  traced  to  fly-borne  infection  from  a  neglected  latrine. 

Relapsing  Fever. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-seven  cases  of  this  disease  were  treated  and  ten  deaths 

were  attributed  to  it. 


Malaria. 

Thirty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five  cases  of  all  forms  of  this 
disease  were  treated  with  a  mortality  of  fifty  deaths.  As  usual  the  great  majority 
of  the  cases  were  subtertian. 


BlacJcwater  Fever. 

Seventy-two  cases  were  treated  in  the  government  hospitals  ;  nineteen  of 
these  cases  died,  a  mortality  rate  of  26  4  per  cent.  The  figures  for  1927,  1928, 
1929,  and  1930  were  cases,  72,  67,  88  and  66  ;  the  deaths  being  16,  14,  27  and  17. 

Dysentery. 

Two  thousand  and  thirty- three  cases  were  treated;  of  these  1,060  were  cases  of 
Amoebic  Dysentery;  127  Bacillary  and  846  undefined. 

Forty -one  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease  of  which  35  were  among  the  Amoebic 
cases  and  the  remainder  among  those  returned  as  undefined. 

Yaws. 

Seventy-one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty- two  cases  were  treated  at  hospitals 
and  dispensaries  and  eleven  deaths  were  returned  as  attributable  to  this  disease. 

Syphilis. 

Twenty  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-one  cases  of  this  disease  in  all  stages 
were  treated.  Thirteen  deaths  were  reported. 

Gonorrhoea. 

Eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirteen  cases  of  this  disease  and  its  compli¬ 
cations  were  treated.  No  deaths  occurred.

SECTION  III.— HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

(a)  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  drainage  and  sewerage  surveys  of  Dar  es  Salaam 
were  completed  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  the  reports  and  estimates  for  the 
sewerage  and  storm  water  drainage  of  Dar  es  Salaam  and  the  sewerage  of  Tanga 
were  received  early  in  1931.

The  completion  of  the  whole  schemes  is  not  of  course  contemplated  in  the 
immediate  future  nor  were  they  recommended  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  for 
immediate  execution:  but  recommendations  for  the  construction  of  the  outfalls  and 
main  trunk  sewers,  and  for  certain  storm  water  drainage  works  in  the  case  of  Dar  es 
Salaam  were  submitted  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  Govern¬ 
ment.  Such  would  allow  of  the  elimination  of  many  existing  sources  of  nuisance 
and  complaint,  and  of  the  gradual  extension  of  the  branch  sewers  in  the  future  as 
financial  conditions  improve. 

Water  Supplies. — Improvements  to  urban  water  supplies  were  carried  out  at 
most  of  the  larger  towns  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Works  Department  whose 
Director  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following  information  in  regard  to  them  : — 

Dar  es  Salaam.— The  supply  is  now  drawn  almost  entirely  from  ten  artesian 
boreholes  situated  at  the  lower  end  of  Gerezani  valley  and  delivering  to  a  well 
from  wh  ich  the  water  is  pumped  by  a  new  electrically  driven  plant  with  oil  driven 
engines  in  reserve  to  storage  towers  at  the  top  of  the  cliff,  from  which  it  gravitates 
throughout  the  town  and  to  the  Oyster  Bay  suburb  at  a  distance  of  five  miles. 
The  water  is  of  excellent  quality  bacteriologically  but  somewhat  hard  and 
slightly  saline.  The  consumption  averaged  255,000  gallons  per  day  and 
increased  by  9  per  cent,  over  that  for  1930.  Consumers  increased  by  22  per 
cent.  The  new  pumphouse  was  completed  and  some  additional  three  miles  of 
distribution  mains  were  laid  during  the  year.  A  welcome  increase  in  the  number 
of  kiosks 'for  the  purchase  of  “main”  water  throughout  the  town,  at  a  nominal 
cost  of  one  cent  per  four-gallon  tin  has  benefited  both  the  population  and  the 
revenue. 

None  of  the  old  military  public  sources  of  supply  remain  in  use. 

Tanga. — Great  improvement  of  the  former  very  inadequate  supply  has 
been  effected  by  the  construction  of  additional  bores  in  the  vicinity  of  the  railway 
station,  and  the  new  pumping  plant  is  being  provided.  The  average  daily 
consumption  was  35,225  gallons  and  the  number  of  consumers  increased  by 
27  per  cent. 

Bukoba. — The  new  scheme  was  almost  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  infiltration  gallery  and  underground  concrete  reservoirs  were  constructed 
and  some  three  and  a  half  miles  of  mains  laid. 

Mwanza. — Practically  the  whole  of  the  new  scheme  which  embodies  a  new 
intake  from  the  lake,  a  40,000-gallon  steel  storage  tank  and  over  eight  miles  of 
mains  were  completed. 

Dodoma. — The  catchment  area  and  reservoir  capacity  were  considerably 
increased,  the  capacity  of  the  latter  being  raised  by  25  per  cent,  to  31,750,000 
gallons;  two  and  three-quarter  miles  of  mains  were  laid  and  connections  to  forty 
consumers  provided.  The  daily  consumption  is  13,500  gallons  and  the  maximum 
estimated  daily  loss  by  evaporation  is  -42  inches. 
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This  supply  is  the  only  example  of  an  upland  surface  water  reservoir  im¬ 
pounded  and  distributed  for  urban  consumption  in  the  Territory.  Schemes  for 
clarification  and  filtration  are  in  hand. 

Mpwapwa. — The  intake  works,  a  service  reservoir  and  three  and  a  quarter 
miles  of  mains  were  nearly  completed.  The  source  of  the  supply  is  from  a 
stream. 

Iringa. — A  new  supply  obtained  direct  from  the  Little  Ruaha  River  pumped 
through  Candy  filters  to  a  high  level  steel  storage  tank  and  distributed  through 
some  two  and  three-quarter  miles  of  mains  has  been  completed.  The  scheme 
is  designed  for  a  possible  daily  consumption  of  60,000  gallons. 

Improvements  and  extensions  of  lesser  magnitude  were  carried  out  to  the  supplies 
at  Moshi,  Lindi,  Mikindani  and  Morogoro.  Small  windmill  and  hydraulic  rain 
schemes  were  constructed  at  Buiru  School,  Mwanza,  and  Nyakato  School,  Bukoba. 

The  most  unsatisfactory  remaining  urban  supply  is  Tabora  where  the  dry 
weather  supply  has  been  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand  from  time  to  time.  Heavy 
expenditure  has  been  incurred  by  the  Railway  Department  in  boring  for  water 
through  the  dense  granite  schist  on  which  the  town  lies,  but  no  permanent  supply 
of  adequate  volume  to  serve  the  town  has  yet  been  located.  Investigation  of  a  deep 
borehole  supply  is  being  carried  out  with  the  assistance  and  advice  of  the  Geological 
Survey  Department. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Conservancy. — Additional  incinerators,  mostly  of  the 
“Khartoum”  type  which  costs,  when  lined  with  firebrick,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
£25,  have  been  erected  by  the  Public  Works  Department  at  Lindi,  Morogoro,  Mwanza 
and  other  smaller  stations,  and  one  of  four  chambers  at  Tabora.  Additional  latrines 
have  been  provided  at  Lindi,  Morogoro,  Moshi  and  Mwanza,  usually  of  the  dry  pan 
and  incinerator  type,  which  has  been  found  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  system  when 
water  carriage  cannot  be  provided.  Contrary  to  opinions  frequently  expressed, 
however,  we  find  no  difficulty  in  educating  the  African  to  the  use  of  a  water  closet 
when  provided:  and  its  advantages  over  any  other  system  when  adequate  water  and 
drainage  exist,  are  so  many  and  obvious  that  they  far  outweigh  the  slight  additional 
capital  and  maintenance  cost. 

Drainage. — -Improvements  to  drainage,  both  storm  water  and  anti-malarial, 
have  been  effected  at  Tanga  and  Pangani,  at  expenditures  of  £712  and  £400  respec¬ 
tively.  Work  was  carried  out  for  the  improvement  of  the  sanitation  of  government 
quarters  at  Moshi  at  a  cost  of  £472. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning. — The  duties  of  Secretary  to  the  Central  Town 
Planning  and  Building  Committee  were  transferred  to  the  newly- appointed  Municipal 
Secretary,  Mr.  E.  H.  Helps,  on  22nd  December,  1930.  This  arrangement  is  very 
satisfactory  as  far  as  the  Medical  and  Sanitation  Department  is  concerned. 

Owing  to  the  financial  position,  rents  have  fallen  in  the  towns  from  their*  pre¬ 
viously  excessive  levels:  and  with  a  diminution  in  the  employment  of  Asiatic  artizans 
due  to  the  virtual  stoppage  of  building  and  the  resultant  return  to  India  of  large 
numbers  of  them  combined  with  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  European  and  Asiatic 
government  servants  and  employees  of  business  firms,  the  former  acute  housing 
shortage  has  been  converted  into  comparative  plenty  and  numbers  of  premises  in 
the  towns  are  standing  empty. 

In  the  case  of  Government  this  has  had  a  beneficial  action  in  two  ways;  for  it 
has  enabled  the  very  undesirable  practice  of  compelling  government  servants  to 
share  quarters  with  others  not  always  of  congenial  temperament  to  be  gradually 
eliminated,  while  permitting  Government  at  the  same  time  to  cease  hiring  privately 
owned  buildings  at  excessive  rentals  for  the  housing  of  its  officers. 

Food  in  relation  to  Health  and  Disease. — The  department  now  has  on  its  staff 
six  Sanitary  Superintendents  holding  the  Meat  and  Food  Inspection  Certificate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  These  are  stationed  for  the  most  part  at  the  larger 
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towns  and  ports,  and  in  the  case  of  Dar  es  Salaam  the  duties  of  food  inspection  and 
supervision  of  licensed  trades  occupy  the  whole  time  of  such  an  officer.  In  a  country 
where  such  large  quantities  of  tinned  food  are  consumed  it  is  essential  to  keep  as 
close  a  watch  on  these  goods  as  possible,  since,  if  control  is  relaxed,  quantities  of 
unsound  and  sometimes  dangerous  tinned  goods  are  liable  to  find  their  way 
through  the  auctioneers  into  the  hands  of  the  native  public  with  dire  results. 

The  prices  of  many  foodstuffs  have  fallen  in  conformity  with  the  general  trade 
depression  and  fall  in  the  rate  of  wages;  but  the  general  level  of  the  cost  of  native 
living  in  the  towns  remains  relatively  high,  as  compared  with  the  country  districts. 

Adulteration. — Representations  have  been  made  to  Government  as  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  legislation  to  control  the  adulteration  of  foodstuffs  and  drugs.  Instances 
have  come  to  light  where  articles  “not  of  the  nature  and  quality  demanded”  have 
been  supplied  by  retailers,  and  at  present  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  means  of 
controlling  the  substitution  by  retailers  of  such  articles  in  the  case  of  foodstuffs. 
Drugs,  however,  must  be  wholesome,  fresh,  true  and  unadulterated  under  the  Drugs 
and  Poisons  Ordinance. 

(b)  Measures  to  Spread  the  Knowledge  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

The  regrettable  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  African  District  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
which  it  was  found  essential  to  make,  has  necessarily  curtailed  our  sanitary  activities 
in  the  villages  to  some  extent.  But  this  may  have  a  salutary  effect  in  stimulating 
the  endeavours  of  the  more  efficient  inspectors  who  were  retained;  and  as  soon  as  the 
situation  again  permits  inspection  of  the  men’s  work  in  the  villages  by  sympathetic 
European  Superintendents  with  a  bent  for  this  work  will  be  recommended  and  will 
in  the  years  to  come  show  the  results  which  improved  hygienic  education  of  the  rural 
population  cannot  fail  to  effect. 

The  District  Inspectorate  was  reduced  as  follows  during  the  year: —

No  course  of  training  for  Urban  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  held  during  1931. 
There  were  twenty-three  men  holding  this  certificate  in  the  service  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Propaganda. — Following  an  outbreak  of  plague  in  the  Mwanza  and  Tabora 
provinces  a  pamphlet  was  published  in  July  describing  the  history  and  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  the  Territory  and  describing  such  measures  as  are  practicable  for  deal¬ 
ing  with  it  and  for  preventing  its  reaching  the  ports.  A  poster  in  the  vernacular 
describing  the  danger  of  the  disease  and  others  with  illustrations  depicting  the  Rat 
and  the  Flea  were  broadcasted  in  the  affected  areas,  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Printer  and  his  staff  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  these  were  produced. 

(c)  Special  Research  undertaken  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Colonial  Development  Fund. 

Tuberculosis. — The  Research  Laboratory  established  at  Moshi  on  the  slopes  of 
Kilimanjaro  in  December  1930,  continued  to  function  throughout  the  year  under 
the  control  of  Dr.  C.  Wilcocks.  It  was  regrettably  found  necessary  to  take  the  decision 
to  dispense  with  the  services  of  Dr.  G.  A.  Wilson,  who  had  had  special  experience  in 
tuberculosis  before  appointment  to  the  unit,  in  order  to  husband  the  available  funds 
as  far  as  possible. 

A  valuable  report  on  the  year’s  work  was  prepared  by  Dr.  Wilcocks  and  articles 
embodying  his  findings  will  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

His  report  on  his  first  year’s  work  brings  out: 

The  importance  of — - 

Keeping  the  disease  in  mind  when  examining  sick  —  physical  signs 
in  the  chest  are  always  suspected  —  their  absence  is  no  proof  of  absence 
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of  tuberculosis  infection  —  in  a  large  number  of  cases  the  disease  is  confined 
to  the  lower  zones  —  examining  the  sputum  of  all  cases  of  cough  of  three 
weeks’  duration,  and  in  all  cases  of  asthma  —  cough  has  been  the  most 
constant  feature  of  tuberculosis  in  the  natives  under  investigation  —  many 
children  show  positive  sputum. 

The  danger  of  undetected  cases  among  communities  living  in  close 
contact  such  as  police  and  school  children  among  whom  the  disease  spreads 
rapidly. 

The  deficient  power  of  the  native  to  limit  the  disease  by  fibrosis,  with 
consequent  greater  danger  to  the  public  from  the  high  proportion  of  sputum 
positive  cases  and  the  general  habit  of  promiscuous  expectoration. 

The  valued  assistance  in  connection  with  many  technical  questions  of  Prof. 
Lyle  Cummins  of  Cardiff,  who  has  had  extensive  experience  of  tuberculosis  in  South 
African  natives  is  most  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Malaria. — The  Malaria  Research  Unit  commenced  to  function  at  Dar  es  Salaam 
on  the  return  of  Dr.  R.  Mackay  from  leave  in  August.  Mr.  McHardy,  Entomologist, 
was  attached  to  the  unit,  as  also  Mr.  Ranee,  a  Sanitary  Superintendent  who  had 
spent  some  five  years  on  anti-malaria  measures  in  Dar  es  Salaam,  in  the  capacity  of 
Surveyor.  The  Anti-malarial  Engineer,  so  essential  to  the  work  of  the  unit,  was 
appointed  shortly  after  the  end  of  the  year.  The  construction  of  the  laboratory 
which  is  situated  between  the  main  laboratory  and  the  headquarters  offices  was 
commenced  in  August  and  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
preliminary  months  were  spent  in  collecting  information  from  the  records,  equip¬ 
ment  and  native  personnel,  and  in  determining  the  lines  on  which  this  difficult  problem 
should  be  tackled  in  Dar  es  Salaam. 

(d)  Recommendations  for  future  Work. 

In  view  of  the  financial  position  in  which  the  Territory  finds  itself  owing  to  the 
world  fall  in  the  price  of  agricultural  produce,  and  in  our  case  particularly  of  sisal, 
it  appears  impossible  that  any  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  medical  officers 
employed  will  take  place  within  the  next  few  years;  and  we  must  therefore  consider 
what  should  be  done  to  keep  pace  medically  with  the  social  advance  of  the  indigenous 
population,  which  economic  pressure  may  retard  but  cannot  stop. 

The  Native  Census  taken  at  mid-year  1931  (published  1932)  indicates  that  the 
population  is  increasing  and  now  numbers  5,022,640,  an  increase  in  density  per 
square  mile  from  11-0  in  1921  to  13-7  in  1931  and  a  percentage  increase  of  5-9  as 
compared  with  the  1928  census. 

Whether  we  are  right  in  doing  all  we  can  to  help  this  population  to  increase  may 
be  a  matter  of  opinion  but  it  appears  to  be  beyond  argument  that  we  are  bound  to 
do  all  we  can  to  make  and  keep  the  survivors  healthy:  for  the  healthier  the  com¬ 
munity  the  wealthier  the  state;  and  the  latter  can  then  provide  further  means  for 
social  advance. 

It  therefore  appears  that  we  must  use  the  material  at  hand  to  an  even  greater 
extent  in  the  future  and  so  diffuse  our  health  measures  (both  curative  and  preventive 
are  included)  among  the  people  through  members  of  their  own  race. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  African  Medical  personnel  consisted  of:

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This  allows  of  one  African  government  medical  official  per  4,953  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  or  one  per  361  square  miles,  excluding  the  number  of  trained  Africans  employed 
by  the  missions,  and  of  whom  I  have  no  figures;  a  number,  taking  the  area  of  the 
Territory  into  consideration  (366,000  square  miles)  which  only  allows  the  fringe  to 
be  touched. 

It  is  not  pretended  that  the  quality  of  the  work  done  by  those  who  have  under¬ 
gone  only  a  very  few  months’  training  in  first  aid  and  simple  medical  treatment  is 
very  effective  but  it  brings  the  bush  native  into  contact  with  western  medicine  and 
gets  him  into  the  habit  of  seeking  help  in  illness,  which  is  all  to  the  good,  and  paves 
the  way  for  better  men  to  follow. 

Not  only,  then,  is  the  number  of  our  workers  wholly  inadequate,  but  the  degree 
of  understanding  of  their  work  which  can  be  imparted  in  an  eighteen  months’  course 
(that  for  Dispensers)  is  below  the  requirements  of  the  Territory  and  it  is  considered 
that  we  must  aim  at  gradually  producing  a  more  highly  trained  type  of  man  at  the 
top  and  at  the  same  time  raise  the  standard  of  those  in  the  lower  grades  as  more 
promising  material  offers  from  the  schools. 

There  is  no  intention  of  competing  with  the  excellent  work  being  done  at  the 
Medical  Training  School  in  Uganda,  to  which  standard  only  the  most  exceptional  of 
our  schoolboys  would  attain  and  where  the  expense  is  necessarily  high,  but  it  is  felt 
that  much  of  the  essential  technical  teaching  now  being  given  by  the  various  lecturing 
medical  officers  at  the  Dar  es  Salaam  Dispensers’  school  is  beyond  the  appreciation 
of  those  with  such  a  hazy  idea  of  elementary  science  as  is  possessed  by  the  average 
student  here:  and  more  systematic  instruction  than  can  be  fitted  into  the  present 
course  is  felt  to  be  an  essential  for  these  men. 

The  postponement  of  construction  of  the  new  African  and  Asiatic  hospital  with 
its  adjoining  school  for  medical  and  hygienic  subjects  has  been  mentioned  above: 
and  the  conditions  for  teaching  at  the  existing  native  hospital  have  admittedly 
been  improved  by  the  recent  alterations  and  extensions.  But  the  present  accom¬ 
modation  and  the  question  of  adequate  teaching  staff  need  the  fullest  consideration 
if  we  are  to  turn  out  African  subordinate  personnel  of  the  right  quality  and  in  suffi¬ 
cient  quantity  to  serve  the  growing  needs  of  the  Territory. 

The  question  of  home  visiting  in  connection  with  infant  welfare,  so  prominent 
a  feature  of  the  public  health  services  among  more  advanced  peoples,  and  so  important 
for  increasing  the  human  wealth  of  the  Territory  must  be  further  considered  in  this 
connection.  At  present  the  almost  complete  lack  of  literate  African  women  makes 
it  difficult  to  do  more  than  express  a  pious  hope  for  the  future  in  this  direction. 

Reconsideration  of  the  question  of  construction  of  the  medical  school,  aiming  at 
providing  more  thorough  elementary  training  and  revision  courses  for  all,  is  therefore 
recommended. 

Note: — Owing  to  the  necessity  for  rigid  economy  and  the  high  cost  of  printing, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  curtail  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and 
only  abstracts  from  their  reports  are  published. 

ABSTRACTS  FROM  THE  ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH. 

Dar  es  Salaam. — Dr.  J.  M.  Campbell,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  appointment  of  a  Municipal  Secretary  relieved  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  duties  of  Executive  Officer  to  the  Township  Authority. 

Oyster  Bay  suburb  was  included  in  the  township. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-five  deaths  occurred  of  which  277  were  certified,  as 
compared  with  a  total  of  576  in  1930.  Of  these  11  were  European,  138  Asiatic  and 
375  African.  Ninety-five  infant  deaths  occurred  of  which  69  were  certified.  The 
crude  death  rates  for  the  years  1929,  1930  and  1931  were  17-3,  15-9  and  15-8  respec¬ 
tively. 
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Pneumonia  accounted  for  24-5  per  cent,  of  African  deaths.  Smallpox  did  not 
recur  in  the  town,  but  141  cases  with  29  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year,  which  saw  the  end  of  the  1930  outbreak.  In  the 
district  12,997  vaccinations  were  carried  out  and  1,111  in  the  town.  Three  cases 
occurred  in  the  district  in  which  the  infection  was  established  to  have  been  imported 
from  the  south-west  of  the  Territory. 

Continued  investigation  of  the  malaria  problem  confirmed  the  occurrence  of 
heavy  anopheline  incidence  across  the  Kivukoni  Ferry  without  correspondingly 
heavy  infestation  of  dwellings  on  the  town  side.  The  breeding  ground  was  ascer¬ 
tained  byaerial  survey  to  be  so  widespread  as  to  make  effective  control  measures 
impracticable. 

Investigation  was  made  of  the  most  suitable  method  of  applying  paris  green  to 
anopheline  breeding  places;  and  rotary  sieving  and  mixing  machines  were  constructed 
in  collaboration  with  the  Entomologist.  The  best  diluent  was  found  to  be  a  kind  of 
murram  gravel  which  after  a  little  crude  milling  yielded  a  large  percentage  of  most 
admirable  dust. 

Under-drainage  and  filling  were  carried  out  in  many  localities,  especially  on 
the  golf  course.  Grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  Prison  authorities  for  assistance 
with  labour  for  this  work  is  made. 

There  were  4,548  cases  of  Malaria  notified,  of  which  5T31  per  cent,  were  con¬ 
firmed  by  blood  examination.  Twenty-four  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  disease: 
and  nine  deaths  to  Blackwater  Fever.  A  parasite  and  spleen  survey  conducted  at 
six  schools  showed  a  spleen  rate  of  59-5  and  parasite  rate  of  309  at  the  German 
Mission  school  on  the  east  side  of  Kivukoni  Ferry. 

A  gradual  amelioration  of  the  premises  in  which  food  is  distributed  is  being 
achieved.  It  is  emphasized  that  none  of  the  milk  sold  in  Dar  es  Salaam  can  be 
deemed  fit  for  consumption  without  prior  sterilization. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  attended  the  Annual  Baby  Show  in  August  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  (Dr.  Harvey  Clarke)  and  presented  the 
“Governor’s  Prize”  for  the  best  baby  born  in  the  clinic  during  the  previous  twelve 
months.  There  were  120  competitors  and  the  conditions  of  judging  were  on  the 
lines  laid  down  by  the  National  Baby  Week  Council.  A  weekly  afternoon  out¬ 
patient  clinic  at  the  new  native  suburb  of  Ilala  is  contemplated  when  circumstances 
permit. 

Among  56  confinements  conducted  in  the  clinic  six  were  abnormal  and  one  child 
was  stillborn. 

School  medical  work  was  carried  on  as  before  and  an  inspection  of  the  girls  at 
H.H.  the  Aga  Khan’s  school  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Ismailia  Council.  It  is 
noted  that  165  of  the  312  girls  examined  showed  infestation  with  the  eggs  of  P.  Capitis. 

In  the  Port  (Dr.  F.  V.  Adams)  548  ships  and  973  dhows  were  visited  on  arrival. 

A  prolonged  outbreak  of  mumps  is  noted:  266  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases  Hospital,  among  whom  no  complications  occurred.  Gifts  of  books 
and  games  from  the  Bookshop  and  the  African  Association  for  patients  at  this  hosjutal 
are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Of  140  ricksha  boys  examined  for  physical  fitness  five  were  rejected. 

Tanga. — Dr.  W.  J.  Aitken,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

An  increase  of  attendance  and  confinements  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  noted. 

Forty-seven  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  of  whom  23  died. 

Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  need  for  a  sewerage  system  to  abolish  the  nuisance  caused 
by  overflowing  cesspits  in  congested  areas.  Soakage  at  the  new  Ras  Kazone  houses 
has  not  proved  very  satisfactory.  Improvement  of  the  sanitation  at  the  Police 
Lines  and  Gaol  is  required:  and  has  been  effected  at  the  Government  Central  School. 
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Tabora. — Dr.  F.  R.  Lockhart,  Acting  Senior  Medical  Officer. 

An  extensive  outbreak  of  influenza  of  a  mild  type  occurred  during  November 
and  December.  The  existence  of  plague  in  the  Nzega  and  Shinyanga  districts  was 
established  but  few  deaths  were  reported. 

It  is  not  considered  that  the  urban  population  is  diminishing:  the  opinion  often 
heard  in  recent  years  that  this  has  occurred  is  not  believed  to  be  based  on  fact.  It 
is  considered  that  the  general  improvement  of  health  conditions  which  has  taken 
place  during  the  past  twelve  years  is  an  excellent  return  for  the  money  expended  on 
health  measures. 

A  high  crude  death  rate  for  Africans  of  32-4,  based  on  the  1931  Census  population 
of  7,943  is  recorded:  the  African  deaths  from  1929-1931  are  shown  as  244;  308;  256. 
An  infantile  mortality  rate  of  164  among  the  controlled  population  in  the  2nd  K.A.R. 
barracks  is  recorded  (61  births  and  10  infant  deaths). 

The  following  cases  of  disease  were  notified:  among  others,  Relapsing  fever  (55), 
Yaws  (1,216),  Syphilis  (1,794),  Malaria  (1,129),  Dysentery  (47),  Tuberculosis  (20), 
Influenza  (400),  Mumps  (117). 

An  outbreak  of  swine  fever  was  diagnosed  at  a  mission  seven  miles  south  of 
Tabora  with  a  mortality  of  20  per  cent. 

In  Tabora  town  and  district  54,463  vaccinations  were  carried  out,  74  per  cent, 
were  reinspected  of  which  about  two-thirds  were  successful. 

Under  the  heading  of  Port  Health  it  is  recorded  that  14  aeroplanes  landed 
during  the  year. 

Twenty-eight  women  were  admitted  to  the  clinic  for  confinement,  among  a  total 
of  49  admitted  for  all  conditions. 

At  Nzega  clinic  262  were  confined,  out  of  a  total  of  299.  Abnormal  confine¬ 
ments  numbered  25.  Among  out-patients  362  ante-natal  examinations  were  made. 

Mwanza. — Dr.  A.  I.  Meek,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

An  outbreak  of  plague  causing  49  deaths  in  the  Maswa  district  occurred  between 
February  and  June:  an  outbreak  of  influenza  with  11  deaths  occurred  in  Mwanza 
town. 

No  smallpox  occurred  but  39,624  vaccinations  were  performed. 

Among  other  diseases  treated  at  the  hospital  were  Syphilis  (2,295),  Yaws  (1,278), 
Gonorrhoea  (614),  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (25),  Ankylostomiasis  (474),  Schistoso¬ 
miasis  (747).  Of  177  deaths  31-6  per  cent,  were  assigned  to  communicable  diseases, 
30  per  cent,  to  respiratory  conditions  and  9-6  per  cent,  to  gastro-intestinal  conditions. 

The  plague  outbreaks  in  Maswa  district  is  believed  to  have  spread  along  the  lake 
shore  from  the  direction  of  Musoma  and  was  first  recognized  in  a  mild  form  and  of 
bubonic  type  at  Nassa.  Later  cases  at  Shanwa  and  Ntussu  were  more  severe  and 
included  septicsemic  and  pneumonic  cases.  Seventy-eight  cases  in  all  were  notified 
though  it  is  probable  that  more  occurred.  No  case  was  notified  west  of  the  Simiyu 
river  which  appears  to  have  acted  as  an  effective  barrier  in  protecting  Mwanza  from 
infection. 

The  influenza  outbreak  was  of  more  severe  type  than  elsewhere.  Of  124  cases 
which  developed  in  the  gaol,  10  died  while  about  20  per  cent,  of  all  cases  notified 
developed  broncho- pneumonia. 

Among  the  school  children  at  Buiru  Central  School  hookworm  infection  was 
15  per  cent,  as  compared  with  24  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year:  bilharzia  was  20  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  23  per  cent.  These  were  mostly  early  infections  unaccom¬ 
panied  by  evident  symptoms  and  only  diagnosed  after  careful  routine  microscopic 
examination  of  stools  and  urine. 

At  Mwanza  school  15  per  cent,  of  pupils  were  found  infected  with  hookworm 
and  33  per  cent,  with  bilharzia. 
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In  connection  with  the  port  91  steamers  and  1,494  dhows  entered  the  harbour. 
Anti-rat  measures  have  been  enforced  at  the  wharf. 

The  Health  Visitor  attended  39  confinements  only  two  of  which  were  in  the 
clinic.  322  ante-natal  examinations  were  made. 

Northern  Province,  including  Moshi  and  Arusha. — Dr.  B.  0.  Wilkin,  Medical  Officer 

of  Health. 

Six  deaths  from  plague  occurred  at  Mbulu  in  January  and  February  when  a 
special  sanitary  superintendent  was  sent  for  duty.  Two  further  deaths  occurred  in 
June  at  a  mission  nearby. 

One  cutaneous  and  three  intestinal  cases  of  anthrax  occurred. 

Ankylostomiasis  is  stated  to  be  less  prevalent  than  other  helminthic  infestations. 

A  noticeable  improvement  during  the  past  six  years  in  the  fitness  of  the  European 
population  of  the  two  towns,  as  evidenced  by  the  desire  for  more  active  sports,  is  in 
part  attributed  to  the  great  coincident  improvement  in  the  quality  and  variety  of 
the  food  supply. 

The  heavy  infestation  of  the  country  meat  supplies  with  cysticercosis  is  reflected 
in  the  large  number  of  tapeworm  cases  among  the  native  population  with  resulting 
sapping  of  the  vitality  of  the  labour  supply.  A  system  of  district  meat  inspection 
is  advocated. 

At  Arusha  slaughter  house,  out  of  868  bullocks  slaughtered  6  whole  carcases 
and  114  hearts  were  condemned  for  cysticercus  bo  vis  infestation.  At  Moshi  1,404 
oxen  were  slaughtered  of  which  30  carcases  and  41  hearts  were  condemned.  Inspec¬ 
tion  is  conducted  by  the  Veterinary  Department.
